Clothing and other equipment were distributed by 

regimental trucks on laundry turn-in days, when seasonal 
changes fell due, or whenever some special issue was to be 
made. Underwear, sheets, and pillowcases were washed by* a 
laundry, operated by the regiment, which employed Austrian 
labor. All the other items of a soldier’s clothing issue 
were laundered individually in the company bathhouses. Wash 
tubs were available in the washhouses, and soap was Issued 
for laundry. The soap had a kerosene-base and was made in 
Moscow. 

Rations! _J were distributed by the regi- 

ment to the battalions and separate companies once a month 
(two days before the last day of the month) by regimental 
trucks. The battalions, in turn, distributed the rations 
on the same day to their subordinate companies. The 
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originating section is unknown to me. Meat was delivered 
in open regimental trucks (ZIS-5) every 10 days and was 
stored in Austrian civilian meat lockers by the companies. 
Bread was delivered every three days by these same trucks.

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2. In the 290th Gds. Rifle Regt. combat equipment was not stored 
but was kept 'in a constant ready status. All the vehicles of 
the regiment,, with the exception of those of companies on border 
guard duty, were located in the regimental motor park. On alerts, 
the drivers for the vehicles would assemble and bring their 
vehicles to the subordinate units for loading. The tanks were 
always filled prior to parking. Armament was kept in the vicinity 
of the responsible unit. It was available for rapid utilization 
at all times. Individual weapons were stored in the hallways of 
the men's living quarters on special racks. Each man had a 
special place for his alert gear, plainly marked^ with his hams, 
which was always maintained in a ready sta te. each
